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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  Salmon  P.  Chase,  Governor  of  Ohio: 

The  undersigned  herewith  present  the  Reports  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  for  the  year  1859. 

The  fact  that  the  pupils  numbered  120,  of  whom  from  100  to  112  were 
in  daily  attendance  during  the  year,  shows  that  the  prosperity,  of  which 
we  have  spoken  in  former  reports,  still  continues. 

Our  last  report  urged  upon  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  erecting 
an  addition  to  the  building  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a suitable  dining- 
room, and  school  and  lodging-rooms,  which  have  become  essentially  neces- 
sary for  the  comfort  of  the  pupils.  Though  the  necessity  of  this  enlarge- 
ment was  admitted  by  all  the  members  who  visited  the  Institution,  the 
appropriation  was  not  made ; and  we  would  now  respectfully,  and  most 
earnestly,  ask  the  Legislature,  as  early  as  practicable  in  the  session,  to  ap- 
propriate $6,000,  for  the  proposed  enlargement,  (the  plans  for  wjiich  will 
be  submitted  to  the  proper  committees,)  in  order  that  the  inside  work  may 
be  done  during  the  coming  winter,  when  it  can  be  done  at  cheaper  rates 
than  in  summer. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  none  who  were  of  suitable  age  and  character  to 
be  admitted,  have  been  refused;  but  we  can  not  add  to  the  present  num- 
bers, already  too  great  for  the  accommodations  provided,  without  the  means 
for  the  proposed  enlargement. 

During  the  year,  some  much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  upon 
the  Institution  and  its  grounds:  the  exterior  of  the  building  has  been  well 
painted,  and  the  grounds  fronting  on  the  street,  inclosed  by  a neat  and 
substantial  fence.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  session  which  closed  with  the  month  of  June  last,  passed  even  more 
pleasantly  than  the  two  which  preceded  it.  The  number  of  pupils  was 
larger  than  ever  before,  and  there  was  more  interest  and  enthusiasm  among 
them  than  could  be  expected,  perhaps,  in  a smaller  school.  No  change 
occurred  among  the  teachers  or  the  officers  in  the  building,  and  all  labored 
with  most  commendable  fidelity  for  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  and  the 
improvement  of  the  pupils. 

The  general  health  of  the  household  was  as  good  as  usual ; no  cases  of 
serious  illness  occurred.  This  is  the  third  year  which  has  passed  without 
a death  in  the  Institution.  But  three  of  those  who  had  recently  been  with 
us  have  deceased : Mr.  B.  F.  Soule,  a brother  ot  the  young  lady  whose 
death  was  named  in  the  last  report,  left  at  the  close  of  the  term  in  1858, 
and  died  at  his  home  on  the  2d  of  January  last;  Miss  Jane  Rolsten,  a 
feeble  girl  who  entered  in  September,  left  us  in  February,  and  died  with 
her  friends  on  the  15th  of  May ; and  Miss  Isabel  Francis  left  in  May,  and 
died  on  the  6 th  of  October  last.  All  were  victims  of  consumption ; and 
all  will  be  sincerely  lamented,  not  only  by  their  relatives,  but  by  the  large 
circle  of  friends  in  the  Institution  to  whom  they  had  become  endeared  by 
their  amiable  dispositions  and  blameless  life. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  pupils  were  enrolled ; the  average  number  in 
attendance  was  106;  and  the  average  for  the  last  half  of  the  year  was  110. 
Thirty-four  were  admitted  for  the  first  time ; eight  were  here  for  the  pur- 
pose of  learning  a trade ; all  the  others  received  instruction  in  the  studies 
taught,  or  in  music,  or  in  both.  All,  who  were  of  suitable  age  to  be  em- 
ployed to  any  advantage,  spent  a portion  of  every  day  in  some  kind  of 
labor. 

The  course  of  instruction  was  similar  to  that  which  has  been  pursued 
heretofore  ; the  object  being  to  make  the  pupils  well  acquainted  with  the 
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fundamental  branches  of  a good  common  education ; while,  to  the  older  and 
more  advanced,  instruction  is  given  in  some  of  the  higher  studies.  The 
great  objects  of  school-training — the  acquisition  of  useful  knowledge,  the 
discipline  of  the  powers  of  the  mind,  and  the  formation  of  correct  habits 
of  attention,  observation,  study,  thought  md  reflection,  are  constantly 
borne  in  mind  in  our  efforts  for  their  improvement. 


STATISTICS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  following  table  presents  a summary  view  of  the  progress  of  the 
Institution.  The  statements  of  expenditures,  etc.,  are  taken  from  the 
reports  of  the  proper  officers.  Mr.  McMillen  was  Superintendent  during 
the  session  of  1852,  and  Mr.  Ilarte  during  that  of  1856,  though  the  reports 
were  made  by  their  immediate  successors.  The  actual  expenses  for  the 
last  three  years  are  found  by  deducting  from  the  whole  sum  paid  out,  the 
sums  received  by  the  Steward  from  other  sources  than  the  State  Treasury :

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Re-union  in  1860. 

Nearly  twenty  years  since,  Mr.  Chapin,  the  first  Superintendent,  pro- 
posed that  all  the  then  surviving  officers  and  pupils  should  assemble  at 
the  Institution  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  1860.  The  idea  thus  suggested  has 
been  cherished  by  the  pupils  from  that  time ; and  it  has  been  customary, 
as  one  after  another  has  left,  and  as  class  after  class  has  completed  its  term 
of  pupilage,  to  part  with  the  hope  of  meeting  again  in  1860. 

Fully  approving  of  the  propriety  of  such  a gathering,  and  hoping  that 
it  may  prove  pleasant  and  profitable  to  all,  the  undersigned,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Trustees,  would  extend  to  all  who  have  ever  been  em- 
ployed as  officers  or  teachers  in  the  Institution,  and  to  all  the  pupils  who 
left  in  good  standing,  a cordial  invitation  to  meet  us  at  the  Institution  on 
the  Fourth  of  July,  1860.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  appropriate 
addresses  and  music,  and  every  effort  used  to  render  the  occasion  as  inter- 
esting as  the  anticipation  of  it  has  been  pleasant  to  the  pupils. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  department  has  been  in  efficient  operation  during  the  year. 
The  number  employed  in  learning  to  make  brooms,  was  larger  than  during 
any  previous  year.  About  15,000  brooms  were  made;  these  were  sold  at 
prices  varying  from  $1  25  to  $2  00  per  dozen ; and  through  the  active 
efforts  of  the  Steward  all  have  been  sold  promptly.  This  is  now  the  only 
trade  taught  to  our  young  men. 

Bead-work,  knitting  and  plain  sewing,  are  taught  in  the  female  depart- 
ment, and  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done. 

THE  PRESENT  SESSION. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  term  Mr.  Hutchinson,  who  had  labored  faith- 
fully as  a teacher  for  the  last  three  years,  resigned  his  situation  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  other  employment.  His  place  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  S.  A.  Dutton,  late  Preceptress  in  the  Public  High 
School  of  Columbus. 

On  the  5th  of  this  month  Mr.  Little,  who  had  been  with  us  for  the  same 
time,  and  given  most  excellent  satisfaction  as  a teacher,  resigned,  having 
received  the  offer  of  a much  higher  compensation,  and  has  taken  the  place 
of  principal  teacher  in  the  department  for  the  blind  in  the  Louisiana  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Blind.  Mr.  George  L.  Smead,  a recent 
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graduate  of  Amherst  College,  is  employed  in  his  place.  We  consider  our- 
selves fortunate  in  securing  these  teachers,  and  trust  that  the  changes  will 
be  attended  with  very  little  detriment  to  the  school. 

This  term  opened  on  the  15th  of  September,  and,  as  last  year,  the  pupils 
generally  returned  quite  promptly;  79  were  here  on  the  first  day,  92 
within  a week,  and  100  before  the  close  of  September.  The  number  now 
enrolled  is  108,  of  whom  seven  are  new  pupils. 

The  crowded  condition  of  our  school  and  lodging  rooms,  and  the  incon- 
venience and  discomfort  incident  to  the  dining  room  for  the  pupils,  which 
is  quite  too  small,  located  in  the  basement,  dark,  damp  and  poorly  venti- 
lated, daily  suggests  the  importance  of  representing  to  the  Legislature,  in 
the  strongest  manner,  the  necessity  for  an  addition  to  our  building. 

In  conclusion  we  would  most  gratefully  acknowledge  our  obligations  to 
that  kind  Providence  which  has  so  graciously  guarded  our  household  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  And,  in  behalf  of  the  pupils,  the  undersigned  would 
express  gratitude  to  the  Trustees  for  their  interest  in  our  welfare,  and 
through  them  to  the  Legislature  and  the  people  of  the  State  for  the  bene- 
ficience  which  founded,  and  has  thus  far  so  liberally  sustained,  this  Insti- 
tution.

REPORT  OF  TITE  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  I herewith 
present  raj  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  Institution  during  the 
past  year. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  made  by  my  predecessor,  R.  J.  Patter- 
son, M.  D.,  the  inmates  of  the  Institution,  as  a community,  have  experi- 
enced ordinary  health.  No  malignant  epidemic  has  visited  us.  No  death 
has  occurred  within  our  walls  during  the  year;  and,  with  the  exception  of 
one  severe  case  of  remittent  fever,  which  terminated  in  recovery,  and  one 
of  typhoid,  now  ill  but  convalescing,  no  forms  of  severe  diseases  have  oc- 
curred in  isolated  cases.  But,  as  must  ever  be  expected,  in  a family  derived 
from  so  many  sources,  and  made  up  of  every  variety  of  temperament,  and 
all  of  them  afflicted  with  a local  disease,  and  possessing  as  a consequence 
of  this,  very  feeble  powers  of  resistance  against  affections  involving  the 
general  system,  my  watchful  professional  care  has  been  constantly  de- 
manded. 

Whilst  a kind  Providence  has  spared  us  from  a malignant  epidemic  of 
any  kind,  there  has  scarcely  been  a time  since  our  connection  with  the  In- 
stitution when  we  could  regard  many  of  the  pupils  as  being  entirely  exempt 
from  the  influence  of  malaria ; and  we  cannot  but  regard  the  locality  as 
one,  to  some  extent  at  least,  engendering  miasmatic  diseases. 

The  dietetic  department  of  the  Institution  is  all  that  could  be  desired  ; 
an  abundant  and  varied  supply  of  plain  but  wholesome  food  is  furnished 
to  all,  and  every  reasonable  want  in  this  department  is  supplied.  The 
dormitories  are  comfortably  furnished  with  good  beds  and  bedding,  and 
such  attention  is  constantly  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  apartments  as 
their  construction  will  admit  of. 
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The  additional  means  recently  supplied,  both  in  and  out  of  doors,  for 
the  exercise  and  amusement  of  the  pupils,  have  greatly  promoted  the  com- 
fort, and,  doubtless,  the  healthfulness  of  the  establishment. 

During  the  period  we  have  been  connected  with  the  Institution,  we  have 
had  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  the  officers  in  everything  we  thought 
proper  to  suggest  touching  the  hygienic  management  of  the  Institution. 
Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  uniform  kindness  and  careful 
watchfulness  of  the  Matron,  Miss  Olive  M.  Brown,  and  the  Assistant  Ma- 
tron, Miss  Ruth  C.  Bartlett,  over  all  who  come  under  their  care,  and  espe- 
cially the  sick.

REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARD. 


I herewith  present  a summary  of  all  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed 
by  me  during  the  past  year.  A detailed  statement  of  all  the  articles  pur- 
chased, and  the  sums  paid  is  also  added. 

The  whole  sum  received  from  other  sources  than  the  State  Treasury  is 
$2,387  18,  which  deducted  from  the  total  disbursements  leaves  $9,427  31 
as  the  amount  of  actual  expenditure  by  the  State. 

The  cost  of  materials  for  the  work  department  is  much  greater  than 
usual  owing  to  the  fact  that  broom  corn  has  been  more  than  twice  as  high 
as  it  had  been  for  several  years  past. 

In  addition  to  the  brooms  sold  for  cash,  some  $700  worth  have  been 
sold  on  credit,  making  a total  of  sales  for  the  year,  of  more  than  $2,000.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION,  ETC. 


Applications  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  “Superintendent 
of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Columbus,  Ohio,”  and  should  state  the 
name,  residence  and  post  office  of  the  applicant’s  parent  or  guardian,  the 
applicant’s  name  in  full,  his  age,  the  age  at  which  he  became  blind,  and  the 
supposed  cause  of  blindness. 

Satisfactory  testimonials,  signed  by  two  or  three  respectable  citizens,  must 
also  be  furnished,  embracing  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  following  form: 

“ The  undersigned,  citizens  of county,  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 

represent  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  of  said  State,  that 

they  are  acquainted  with , a blind  boy  who  resides  in  said 

county,  and  that  they  believe  him  to  be  of  suitable  age,  bodily  health, 
mental  faculties,  and  moral  character,  to  receive  instruction. 

“ Dated  at , this , A.  D. .” 

Applicants  must  be  between  the  age  of  six  and  twenty-one  years ; but 
pupils  are  not  usually  received  under  eight  or  ten.  The  regular  course  of 
instruction  occupies  five  years,  and  may  be  prolonged  to  seven  years. 

For  residents  of  the  State,  the  school  is  free,  no  charge  being  made  for 
board  or  tuition,  but  parents  and  guardians  must  provide  their  children 
with  good  and  suitable  clothing,  and  pay  their  traveling  expenses,  and 
should  also  deposit  with  the  steward  a small  sum  for  occasional  expenses. 
For  pupils  residing  out  of  the  State,  the  terms  are  one  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  half  yearly  in  advance. 

The  term  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  July.  The  proper  time  for  admission  is 
at  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

Vacation  continues  ten  weeks — from  the  first  Wednesday  in  July  until 
the  second  Wednesday  in  September.  Pupils  are  expected  to  spend  the 
vacation  at  home,  or  with  their  friends.

APPENDIX. 


TO  THE  PARENTS  AND  GUARDIANS  OF  BLIND  CHILDREN  AND  YOUTH. 

The  age  at  which  it  is  best  for  children  to  enter  the  Institution,  depends 
very  much  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  families  to  which  they  belong. 
If  they  can  be  under  good  influences  at  home,  can  have  the  care  of  mother 
and  sisters,  can  take  exercise  in  the  open  air,  can  be  taught  the  use  of 
words,  can  learn  to  count,  and  to  perform  some  of  the  operations  in  arith- 
metic, and  commence  learning  to  read,  it  is  unquestionably  better  for  them 
to  remain  at  home  till  they  are  ten,  or  perhaps  twelve  years  old ; but  if 
they  can  not  receive  proper  care,  and  be  taught  some  of  these  things,  they 
should  come  at  the  age  of  seven  or  eight  years.  Those  who  enter  at  this 
early  age  need  not  necessarily  attend  every  year  until  their  pupilage 
expires.  After  learning  to  read,  and  making  a good  beginning  in  other 
studies,  they  may  spend  a year  at  home  now  and  then,  and,  by  a little  aid 
from  their  friends,  may  be  constantly  improving,  or  at  least  be  prevented 
from  forgetting  what  they  have  learned. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  things  which  may  be  learned  at  their 
homes  as  well  as  after  they  enter  the  Institution : 

1.  To  count,  and  number,  and  to  add,  subtract,  multiply,  divide,  etc. 

2.  The  multiplication  table. 

3.  To  spell  common  words,  beginning  with  monosyllables. 

4.  The  meaning  of  common  words. 

5.  The  letters,  in  raised  print. 

6.  Items  of  general  information:  every  blind  child  of  six  or  seven 
years  old  should  know  the  points  of  the  compass,  the  name  of  the  town, 
county  and  State  in  which  he  lives,  the  number  of  counties  in  the  State, 
and  of  States  in  the  Union,  etc. 

7.  Facts  in  geography  and  history  may  be  added  as  they  can  be  under- 
stood. 
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8.  Hymns,  verses  of  Scripture,  and  select  passages  of  prose  and  poetry, 
which  they  can  understand,  should  be  committed  to  memory;  these  will 
furnish  them  subjects  of  thought  when  they  are  alone,  or  of  conversation 
when  they  are  in  company. 

9.  Singing  common  tunes,  or  plaj  ing  some  simple  instrument. 

10.  There  is  no  reason  why  a blind  child  should  not  commence  attend- 
ing the  district  or  other  school,  with  his  seeing  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
take  part  in  the  exercises  in  spelling,  mental  arithmetic,  geography,  etc. ; 
indeed  in  everything  except  reading. 

The  blind  are,  for  the  most  part,  to  spend  their  lives  among  those  who 
have  sight : it  should  be  the  aim  of  all  who  have  the  oversight  of  them  to 
render  them  as  much  like  the  seeing  as  possible.  They  should  be  care- 
fully guarded  against  forming  any  habits  which  will  be  disagreeable  to 
others.  The  blind  are  always  noticed  by  strangers,  and  their  manners  and 
habits  observed  more  particularly  than  those  of  other  persons;  hence  it  is 
a very  great  kindness  to  them  to  prevent  them  from  acquiring  unsightly 
habits,  or  to  correct  them,  if  such  have  been  formed. 

Persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  if  free  from  bad  habits,  can  enter 
the  Institution  for  a limited  period  to  learn  a trade.  A young  man  of 
active  mind,  and  some  acquaintance  with  the  use  of  tools,  can  learn  to 
make  corn  brooms  in  three  or  four  months.  A man  over  thirty  years 
of  age,  who  came  in  less  than  three  months  before  the  close  of  last  term, 
has  already  engaged  in  business,  and,  in  a letter  just  received,  states  that 
he  is  making  from  $1  25  to  §1  50  per  day.  Many  others  who  have 
learned  the  trade,  are  doing  equally  well. 

I will  furnish  a copy  of  the  Alphabet  in  raised  print  to  the  parents  of 
any  blind  child  who  will  give  me  their  names  and  Post  Office  address;  and 
shall  take  great  pleasure  in  giving  any  information  which  they  may  wish 
in  relation  to  books  or  other  things  pertaining  to  the  instruction  of  their 
children  at  home;  or  in  regard  to  their  admission  to  the  Institution.
